One of the most famous car companies in Italy is 
Pininfarina. Pininfarina has been making special 
bodies for cars since 1 930. A man named Battista 
Pininfarina started the business, and the company 
was named after him. He was born in Italy in 1 893. 

Before he was known as Mr. Pininfarina, his 
original name was Battista Farina. He was the youngest child 
in the family, so his parents gave him the nickname "Pinin'’ (In 
Italian, "Pinin" means the "baby of the family). As he grew older, 
everyone knew him as Pinin Farina. In 1961, the president 
of Italy changed Battista Farina's last name to Pininfarina. 

The president did this to show how much he appreciated Mr. 
Pininfarina's success. 



When Mr. Pininfarina was a little boy, his family was very 
poor. His parents worked very hard and taught him how to 
be resourceful with little money. Mr. Pininfarina had to start 
working at a very young age. He was just 1 2 years old when he 
started working with cars. Together with his brother, he repaired 
carriages and cars. 



By the time Mr. Pininfarina was 1 7 years old, he had designed 
his first car. The car was the Fiat Zero. Mr. Pininfarina was so 
successful that he was invited to the United States to share 
his expertise. Ford Motor Company even offered him a job. 
However, Mr. Pininfarina politely said "no" because he did not 
want to leave Italy. 

1 930 was a big year for Mr. Pininfarina because this was the year 
he started his business, Carozzeria Pininfarina. The company's 
specialty was making bodies for other company's cars. His 
business became successful very fast, and his body designs 
inspired other designers throughout the world. Many famous 
car companies wanted to do work with him. For example, he 
designed bodies for Fiat, Ferrari, Nash, and Cadillac. 

Mr. Pininfarina died in 1966. The vehicles he designed were an 
inspiration to others and are still loved today. Take a moment 
to look at the Pininfarina cars in this article - Which one is your 
favorite?

Fossil Fuels 


Why do you eat breakfast before you go to school? If you don't eat breakfast, you 
will feel tired and find it difficult to concentrate on your work. Eating breakfast 
gives you energy, and you can use this energy to do your best in school. Just like 
you, cars and trucks need energy to work. Instead of food, vehicles need fuel to 
power their engines. 

The most common type of fuel is gasoline. Gasoline comes 
from fossil fuels, which can be found deep under the ground. 

We call them fossil fuels because they come from plants and 
animals that died millions of years ago - This includes the time 
of the dinosaurs!

ELECTRIC: 

Electric vehicles have been around for over 100 years, and they are 
now becoming more popular. Because they are powered by batteries, 
electric vehicles run quieter and cleaner than gas vehicles. The 
batteries hold a charge, and this charge powers the car. When the 
charge is low, the battery must be recharged. This is done at a charging 
station. The AACA Museum in Hershey has a charging station! 



Today's electric cars are more efficient than early electric cars. The 
1899 Baker Electric could drive 50 miles on one charge. The modern 
Tesla S 85 can drive over five times as far - up to 265 miles on one 
charge! A lot of newer cars are known as hybrid vehicles because they 
can operate on both gasoline and batteries.

SOLAR POWER: 

Solar powered vehicles use batteries just like electric vehicles, and 
these batteries need to be recharged. Instead of using a charging 
station, a solar car's batteries are recharged by the power of the 
sun! This is done by using solar panels, which are mounted on the 
outside of the car and are connected to the battery. The solar panels 
collect energy from sunlight, and this energy travels to the battery and 
charges it. Once the battery is charged, the car can drive.

In addition to gasoline, there are also alternative fuels. Any fuel 
that is not gasoline is considered an alternative fuel. Interest 
in alternative fuels has been growing for two main reasons. 
One reason is to lower the amount of pollution caused by 
gas-powered vehicles. Another reason is that fossil fuels will 
eventually disappear. Alternative fuels may one day replace 
fossil fuels. 

These are just a few types of alternative fuels out there!

ETHANOL: 

Ethanol is an alcohol fuel. In the U.S., ethanol is made from corn sugar. 
In Brazil, ethanol is made from sugar cane. Corn and sugar can be 
grown and replanted over, and over again. This makes ethanol easier 
to get than fossil fuels. In fact, most gasoline in America contains a 
small amount of ethanol mixed in. In Brazil, there are now cars that 
can run entirely on ethanol. 

Ethanol has been controversial because it can be hard on engines, 
especially antique car engines. Some people also argue it is bad for 
the environment. For example, in Brazil a lot of rainforest trees have 
been cut down in order to make more room for growing sugar cane. 



HUMAN-POWERED: 

Did you know that you are considered an alternative fuel? When you 
ride a bicycle you use the energy in your body to move your legs. 
Moving your legs causes the pedals to turn, and the bicycle moves 
forward. There are even pedal-powered vehicles with four wheels, 
known as quadricycles. This alternative fuel is free, clean, and fun!
